Al Ihc commencement exercises of Massachusetts Agricul- 


tural Cqllege a few days ago Ihe address was delivered by 
Uniled Stales SenalorJ.add of Nor 111 Dakota, who leels that 
Ihe agriculture of the counlry is suffering from loo much 
tenant fanning and that it is liable, lo sullcr slill more in the 
fulure unless someihini> is done lo check ihe drift in thai direc- 
tion. Senator Ladd sees in the increase of tenant farming Hie 
"doom of a wholesome agriculture." 1 le said thai 33 per cent 
of Ihe farms in ihe country are today operated by,,lenants, 
that tenancy is rapidly! increasing and (hat this is not a health- 
ful sign. The'Senator lakes the situation very seriously and 
feels thai if is of Ihe,utmost concern lo (he counlry. lie de- 
clares that "agriculture is now passing through one of the 
greatest ordeals and thai our course must soon deter mine 
whether we, as a nation, shall be forced by unwise politics, 
legislation and leadership inlo lire channels which/wet threw 
every civilization which has preceded us."
